throughsaid first sheet when stacked; [and] 



a bonding agent interposed between said first and second sheets to hold said first and 
second sheets together; 

said first and second sheets having patterns thereon; and 

whereby said first sheet is stacked on the second sheet such that the patterned appearance 
of said second sheet is coordinated with respect to said first sheet.
